THE BESEBVATION. 


The Walker Lake Bulletin thinks 


"the Austin Keveille has very correct 
notions on the subject of obituary no- 
tices, but its ideas are a little astray 
when it comes to the discussion of In- 
dian Reservations. There is a great 
deal of fine sentiment in the argument 
of the braves who ask to retain the little 
all 
they have 
left, but it simply 


amounts to sound. A few of the chiefs 
have some reason, probably vanity, for 
wishing to retain the ressrvntion, but 
they themselves live neui the whites, 
and live better than they ever did when 
dependent on their own resources. 


The people of this section have bean 


asked to praet.ce, whut Ohailes Read 
calls, the art of arts, and put themselves 
in the place of the Indians. It is vary 
likely, thi.t, in that case, a few of those, 
who lived by contributions from the 
others, would be anxious to return the 
Reservation. It is our turn now, to ask 
those who doutt the justice aud propri- 
ety of abandoning the Reservation, to 
put themselves in our pltjee. 
We who 


are near the disputed ground, can seo 
what the Indians cannot and what those 
at a distance do not see. Wo can see an 
immense tract of valuable laud, and a 
beautiful lake, well stocked with fish, 
reserved for the use of a few Indians, 
who seldom avail themselves of their 
rights. 
We can see great natural wealth 


neglected, and sources of employment 
choked up, that a fe.w Indians may, 
when the desire takes possession of 
them, lie on the sand, near the lake, 
until their hunger urges them to go to 
the settlements and beg from the whites. 
That luoy are better off among the white 
settlements, is shown by the preference 
they exhibit as to their residence. Tuey 
are peaceable, aud do not need to be 
herded as do some of the wilder tribes, 
and their contact with civilization is not 
destroying the race, on the contrary, 
their numbers are increasing. The in- 
crease IB easily accounted for the condi- 
tions of their life are more favorable. 
They get warmer clothes, better food, 
more. It is simply absurd, to maintain 
a reservation merely for the shadow of 
a sentiment, when by abandoning it no 
hardship would be worked upon ths 
Inrlmns, in fact, they would be bene- 
fitted. The State would find its reve- 
nues greatly increased, and profitable 
employment would be given to many 
people; the Indians would be as free as 
now to camp there, and when whit* 
men are permitted to avail themselves 
of the fish in the lake, the mineral in 
the mountains, and the rich Jandsiutho 
•valley, the number of Piutes making 


Capital who did not receive a soft soap 
speech and a chromo would par as a 
Bide show to a oirouB. The New York 
Legislature has just shut up shop and 
gone home, bat before it left it gave its 
clerk and his assistant each a diamond 
ring worth $1,000, a noted lobbyist got 
a watch and chain worth $1,000, proba- 
bly as hush money, the Speaker got a 
$50 pencil, oue Senator had a $5,000 
dinner given iu his honor at Delmonico's 
and so on and so forth until the value 
of all these presents amounted to $10,- 
000, These taffy works are great insti- 
tutions, 


GBANT'S LAST DEFEAT. 


General Grant has suffered another 


defeat. 
The Society of the Army of the 


Potomac has refused to elect hiui its 
President. It is certainly a curious sit- 
uation for the mau who once com- 
manded the combined armies of the 
United States to occupy .And now, say» 
the Virginia Enterprise, what are all the 
quid nuncs going to say about it? 
Grant repudiated by the veterans! The 
mere announcement of the -fact 
is 


enough to set wagging the tongues of all 
the anti-Grant ui^n in the laud. His 
chronic slanderers and detractors will 
enjoy what they behevo to be the Gen- 
eral's latest nnd most humiliating dis- 
comfiture. 
Very soon we shall all hear 


that the action of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac in preferring 
Newton to Grant for its President is to 
be accounted the most significant indi- 
cation yet presented to the public of the 
waning popularity of the Hero of <Appo- 
mattox. The Democratic papers will 
not forego the opportunity thus offered 
of saying unkind things of the great 
captains. 


Whatever ungenerous inferences the 


enemies of Grant may draw from bis 
defeat for an empty honor, no one con- 
versant with the facts will attach to 11 
any importance. lu the first place, the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac is 
a very different institution from the 
Army of the Potomac. 
That army 


numbered its units by hundreds ot 
thousands, while the society—which has 
taken its great name—only numbers its 
membership by a few beggarly hun- 
dreds. At the election for President, 
on Thursday, the total number of votes 
cast was 274, and of these General 
Giant received 117. This is certainly 
not very formidable representation o'f 
the old Army of the Potomac, 
Paraded 


on the field of battle, it would perhaps 
furnish a picket detail for a brigade 
front. 
So, when we come to compare 


the actual strength of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac with the army it- 
self, it must be acknowledged that the 
action of a handful of veterans of that 
army is hot to be accepted as conclusive 
of th» sentiment of that army upon the 
question as to whether Grant shall re- 
ceive or shall be denied respect and 
honor from its hands. 


But there is another aspect of this 


question which should nol, be lost sight 
of in estimating the exact degree of im- 
portance to be attached to Grant's de- 
feat for the Presidency of the Society. 
Whether with his consent or not we do 
not know, but he was put forward for 
the plac* by the ex-members of the 
Fifth Army Corps. 
That was Fitz-John 


Porter's 
old 
command, a body of 


soldiers who have never believed in the 
justice of the verdict which consigned 
Porter to an ignominious punishment 
for many years. Grant, sustained by 
the courage of his convictions, alone, 
and in the teeth of a bitter prejudice 
against Porter, which has its roots iu 
araiy circles as well as iu civil life, 
came out and declared that the unhap- 
py General had been unjustly convicted.

teachers who work for salaries virtually 
audited by a, Board of Trustees. 


Oar best 
School 
Superintendents 


have in all instances been teachers, and 
never have they been accused of neg- 
lecting their duty in either capacity, 
nor will the Gazette affirm that the 
present incumbent, in nature's order of 
evolution, is the exception. 


Moreover, the Superintendent, should 


he teach, is supposed to be qualified to 
criticise his own work in school. 


The duties of the Coanty Superin- 


tendent, though of the greatest impor 
tance, are also limited. 
As a matter of 


equity his salary is limited, and by no 
means sufficient to support him without 
other employment. No person could 
ba inconsistent enough 
to ask the 


County Superintendent to give all his 
time to this one office for the meager 
compensation received. The experience 
of the past is sufficient proof that the 
County Superintendent may act in the 
capacity of teacher with perfect har- 
mony and satisfaction. 


The schools of this county require * 


Superintendent 
familiar with school 


affairs—a teacher in the best and broad- 
est sense. They require a man well 
verged in the powers, duties and p'e- 
rogatives of each and every department 
of the office, and a man who will pre- 
serve the educational honor of our 
teachers.
